ALICE COOPER 


Alice Cooper: “Some of the outrageous things we did 20 years ago would be 
tame today.” 


Each issue, Hit Parader travels back in time 
with a rock and roll celebrity. This month's time 
traveler is metal’s original madman, the incom- 
parable Alice Cooper. 


This isn’t going to simply be the tale of Alice 
Cooper's roots. Such a story, while certainly 
fascinating, would seem almost mundane in 
light of the contributions Cooper has made in 
putting heavy metal on the rock and roll map. 
The personal facts you may already know: born 
Vincent Furnier in Phoenix, Arizona, forty- 
something years ago. Moved to Detroit in the 
mid-'60s, where he formed a band known as 
Alice Cooper. (His emergence as Alice himself 
wouldn't happen for a few more years.) The 
group's metallic sound and fondness for dress- 
ing in outrageous outfits and bizarre makeup 
would disgust parents and delight teens 
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throughout the world. But more importantly, it 
was the music — songs like Under My Wheels, 
Elected and the classic /‘m 18 — that firmly 
established Cooper as one for the rock history 
books. 

“Those were wild days,” Alice admitted. 
“Looking back, it's hard for me to believe that 
most of that happened 20 years ago. It seems 
like just yesterday to me. Some of the things we 
did that were considered so outrageous then 
would be pretty mild today. But we were there 
first. That's what really counts. | know the 
impact we had, because | see it every day when 
| look through the pages of Hit Parader or flip 
on MTV.” 

Certainly, Cooper's outrageousness helped 
pave the way for Kiss, and later everyone from 
Motley Crue to Guns N’ Roses. Without Coop- 
ers pioneering efforts as both an incredible 
showman and a talented tunesmith, the emer- 


gence of those bands — and of American heavy 
metal itself — is almost unimaginable. 

“We didn’t think of what we were doing as 
‘heavy metal’ back then,’ Cooper said. “It was 
just rock and roll that we played as loud as we 
could. We did that to annoy people more than 
anything else, but there was no question that 
the kids got off on the energy and excitement of 
the show. | know a lot of people picked up on 
what we were doing and added their own twists 
to it. Certainly a band like Kiss did in the early 
days, and that trend is still going on today. 
Unfortunately, a lot of the bands today put more 
emphasis on acting outrageous than on writing 
good songs.” 

Unlike many of today’s rockers, Cooper freely 
admits that his stage persona was an act. By 
the early ‘70s, he was a regular at celebrity golf 
tournaments, as well as on Hollywood Squares. 
While such activities clearly hurt his rock credi- 
bility, Cooper was becoming so immersed in his 
own world — a world filled with alcohol abuse 
— that he didn’t even notice. In the late ‘70s, 
Cooper's career plummeted, along with his 
health. After a few rather feeble attempts to 
rekindle his past glory failed, many within the 
rock community considered the once-mighty 
Alice as little more than a pathetic has-been. 

“That was a tough time for me,” he said. 
“I've talked about it a lot, hoping in some small 
way that my difficulties might stop somebody 
else from going through that kind of hell. But 
every year | read about another rock star who s 
fallen into the trap of drinking too much, or 
worse. It's really sad. Sometimes | think there's 
something about the rock lifestyle that drives 
people to do crazy things.” 

Thankfully, and unlike many stars who never 
managed to get up after personal problems 
have floored them, Cooper is once again climb- 
ing back to the top of the rock pile. His most 
recent LP, Trash, enjoys the stellar contribu- 
tions of friends like Steven Tyler and Jon Bon 
Jovi, and marks Cooper's strongest album effort 
since the early ‘70s. So what, exactly, is Coop- 
ers secret? How did he manage not only to 
survive his difficult years but live to rise again? 
According to the man himself, it's just a simple 
mixture of luck and talent. 

“| think everyone always assumed that Alice 
Cooper was successful because of the gim- 
micks,’’ he said. ‘‘l used snakes onstage, 
beheaded dolls and put on the most unusual 
show around. But there was more to it than just 
showmanship. There were a lot of great songs 
— and | don’t want people to forget that. Once 
you write some great songs, you can do it again. 
It's just taken me a lot of time to find that 
out.” O

Texas Trio Score Breakthrough Hit With Gretchen Goes To Nebraska.

King’s X are not your conventional heavy 
metal band. Come to think of it, this Texas- 
based trio isn't conventional, period. Eclectic, 
unpredictable and clearly motivated by forces 
not of this world, bassist/vocalist Doug Pinnick, 
guitarist Ty Tabor and drummer Jerry Gaskill 
have returned to the rock scene with a second 
dose of their unique musical musings, this 
offering entitled Gretchen Goes To Nebraska. 
Blending surrealistic lyrical and musical 
moments with just enough rock energy to keep 
things interesting. King’s X intend to make their 
mark on the metal world — whether they 
become a commercial success or not. 

“We're never sure who's gonna buy our 
albums or come to our shows,” Tabor said. “We 
get a real diverse audience — a little bit of 
everything. When we play live, we'll have kids 
in Metallica T-shirts sitting alongside people 
who just popped in from a jazz show. We like it 
like that. The trick for us is to keep expanding 
our audience. We feel we have something for 
everybody; we just have to let them in on the 
secret of King’s X.” 

The secret of King’s X began to unfold last 
year when this unit unleashed their first LP, Out 
Of The Silent Planet. The disc, complete with 
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enough twists and turns to delight any roller- 
coaster fanatic, became an instant critical fave, 
ending up on many expert's ‘Top-10"' lists for 
the year. But, as is so often the case, critical 
raves didn't translate into big sales, and while 
Silent Planet helped establish King’s X as a 
potent and fascinating new force, they knew 
big-time recognition would require a new LP. 
With Gretchen Goes To Nebraska, they feel 
they have the vehicle that will raise their public 
profile and gain them the kind of recognition 
they seek. 

“This album is a big step forward for us,” 
Tabor said. “It's a little bit of a concept album, 
but each song stands on its own. The key to this 
band is that we've always enjoyed experiment- 
ing with our music, and this record certainly 
holds true to that. A few years ago, before our 
first album came out, we had changed the way 
we played. We had gone in a much more com- 
mercial direction, and things just weren't hap- 
pening for us at all. Then we met some people 
who told us to follow our instincts and just 
make ourselves happy. That's what we did on 
Out Of The Silent Planet, and we've gone even 
further in that direction on Gretchen Goes To 
Nebraska.” 
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Labelling King’s X as a metal band — or 
even a hard rock act — is difficult, considering 
the band’s wide-ranging charms. Pinnick’s sultry 
vocals and mystical stage persona recall images 
of Jimi Hendrix, while Tabor's guitar often 
harkens back to the classic ‘60s rock of the 
Beatles and the Stones. But it is the group's 
attitude — tough, determined and unconven- 
tional — that marks their musical stance. 
King’s X are not about to challenge Metallica in 
the heaviness derby, but for fans who like their 
music heavy but with an intriguing bent, this 
band might be just what the doctor ordered for 
a little change of pace. 

“We're a band that doesn't set out to be 
different,’’ Tabor said. ‘We just want to be our- 
selves, and that’s what took us in the musical 
direction we used on the new album. This is a 
different record than the first one because 
we ve had a lot of new experiences — espe- 
cially on the road — to draw upon. I'm sure 
we'll continue to change in the years ahead. 
Even if this record becomes a big hit, | doubt if 
our style would stay the same. We're not a 
formula band by any stretch of the imagination. 
We just do what our heart tells us is right. So 
far, our hearts haven't been wrong.” O

West Coast Wildmen 
RGgain Their Metal

was in a comedy club recently (and no, it 

wasn't jam night at one of the LA 

Sunset Strip clubs), when the comedian 

asked if anyone had become what they 

wanted when they were young. Only two 
people raised their hands. One was in real 
estate, and the other was myself, a rock journal- 
ist. | thought to myself, “How sad. Out of 100 
people in this room, only two people have gone 
for their dreams. No wonder they need a good 
laugh.” 

In rock and roll, | encounter a lot of people 
who are living out their dreams, but most are 
fulfilling some vendetta or compensating for 
small egos or lack of parental attention. One 
person who has fulfilled his dreams for no rea- 
son other than just for the sake of rock and roll 
is Nikki Sixx. In fact, he’s the one who taught 
me how to chase my dreams, to run away from 
traps and not to take “no” for an answer 
because that's the only way to get to where you 
want to go. Not long ago, Skid Row’s Sebastian 
Bach, one of the newer hard rock heathens, 
cited those same ideals as the basis of his 
determination while he was literally living on 
the streets (actually park benches) of Toronto. 

Unfortunately, the message that Nikki per- 
sonified for millions of fans has fallen by the 


wayside in light of his recent confessions of 
heroin and alcohol addiction and his subsequent 
sobriety. 

It's hard to believe that such a gentleman 
(because he truly is a very nice man), who has 
accomplished so much personally and profes- 
sionally, could have such a humble view of him- 
self and his world. 


“I'm the same as every other kid in America. 


with a dream, but mine came true,” he says. 
“I've been able to travel the world, play music 
and get recognition. I’ve always liked the 
thought of being a gypsy. | guess that comes 
from when | was young, because we never 
stayed in one place. We traveled all the time, 
out of poverty. We went from one hopeful 
financial progression to the next. That's proba- 
bly why | can’t stand being in one place. | don't 
feel comfortable with things that stay the same. 
That goes for music, my love life, my dress 
code, my way of thinking. It may be gypsyish or 
maybe it’s more schizophrenic. 

“Part of the reason | left school at 14 was 
because | hated being told what to do,” he 
continues, attempting to explain why he is the 
way he is. “But when | have kids, I’m definitely 
going to encourage them to finish school and 
continue with their education. | realize I'm an 
exception, not a rule. But going where the wind 
blows is what works for me. Some people can't 
bear the thought of leaving their hometown, and 
| can't stand the thought of staying. | enjoy 
change. | get bored with the same faces, the 
same scene. | get bored easy. | have a short 
attention span. | do. I’m stupid.” 

Stupid? Stupid??! Are we talking about the 
same person? How can someone who calls 
themselves “stupid” be one of the top bands in 
the country? Don't the ideas for Motley Crue's 
clothes, direction and style come from you? 

“It's all honesty. | don't lie to people. Doing 
what we wanted to do is how we became, and 
still are, successful. | still think of us as just a 
glorified garage band. I'm not a rock and roll 
star, just a musician. Obviously, we always try 
to expand musically, as well as conceptually. 
That's just part of being a musician. People 
thought we were incredibly stupid for not doing 
Shout At The Devil, Part II for Theatre Of Pain. 
Or write ten songs like Looks That Kill tor Dr. 
Feelgood. You're only a genius when it works.” 

But just because Nikki didn't finish school 
doesn't mean that he quit learning. “'l figure life 
is educational enough,” he says. ‘Maybe that's 
one of the reasons | wasn't interested in school. 
I've always read, and I've absorbed what's 
around me. And my life is doing research for 
songwriting or poetry. When I'm partying, when 
I'm fucking around, when I'm being serious, 
when I'm being bored or rowdy — it's all 
research, it’s all education. You just have to be 
open to seeing things and making observations 
about what you see.” 

Two of Nikki's more poignant observations 
, are this: 


“We usually tend to imagine the ones we 
love dead, because most of us are pessimists. It 
would be hard for us to imagine our lives with- 
out them. So it’s a way of preparing for that 
eventuality.” And, ‘Everybody sells their soul at 
some point. It's a fact. Think about all the times 
you've had to compromise or give in, in order to 
get what you want.” 

For me, as a journalist, Nikki Sixx is a snort 
of cocaine, a swift kick in the creative ass, the 
funniest joke you've ever heard on the most 
tragic day of your life. Nikki has been an inspira- 
tion to thousands, as well as one of the major 
creative forces of this metal generation. 

After an interview with “his holiness’, it 


takes me three weeks to stop being giddy after 
simply watching a Motley Crue video or trans- 
cribing the interview. | will always be in awe of 
his talent, philosophy and achievements, in 
spite of all the odds and obstacles against him. 
For me, Nikki Sixx will always be a god. But 
what | wrote about him some 4 years ago at the 
height of my Motley obsession Is still probably 
the truest description of Nikki. At least he 
thought so. 

“Nikki Sixx is a street kid who's done well 
with relatively few scars to show for it; a drea- 
mer who sacrificed to make his dream come 
true and an achiever that will make it last. We 
should all be so lucky.” O

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Sebastian Bach: 


A crowd of nearly two hundred milled about 
backstage. The talk wasn’t about the weather, 
the record business or even sports, style or 
fashion. In fact, the conversation centered on 
One topic and one topic only — Skid Row. It 
was minutes before rock's hottest young band 
was due to hit the stage, and everyone's atten- 
tion had been galvanized by the platinum suc- 
cess of vocalist Sebastian Bach, guitarists Scotti 
Hill and Dave ‘Snake’ Sabo, drummer Rob 
Affuso and bassist Rachel Bolan. With their 
self-titled LP at the highest levels of the charts, 
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“We’re having a great time out here.” 


and their videos for songs like 78 And Life and 
Youth Gone Wild becoming MTV staples, the 
Skids have clearly become metal’s latest 
“overnight sensations.” 


It was hard to tell, however, that those lucky 
backstage souls were in the presence of the 
hottest band around. The band members greet- 
ing their fans with warm smiles and hand- 
shakes, avoiding the haughty airs so common in 
backstage environs. As the ever-charming Seb- 
astian moved from one friend to the next, his 


firm handshake and his gift of gab made it clear 
that this is one band that isn't about to let 
stardom go to their heads. 

“We're having a great time out here,’ he 
said. “We played in clubs and struggled just 
long enough to appreciate the opportunity we're 
getting now. How hard is it to say hello to some 
industry people backstage before a show? How 
bad is it to stop and sign a few autographs for 
fans when we get back to the hotel? | love it. 
It's what I've dreamed of doing my entire life. 
Maybe if we do it for another five or six years, 
like the guys in Bon Jovi, we'll begin to take it a 
little more for granted. But right now we'll say 
hello to anyone who says hello to us. Why the 
fuck wouldn't we?” 

Bach's offstage enthusiasm was soon carried 
onto the concert stage at the stroke of eight, 
when the Skids began their tight, 50-minute 
set. Gyrating around the stage like whirling der- 
vishes, the group launched directly into Big 
Guns before segueing into 78 And Life. From 
there it was a nonstop rock assault as the band 
pulled out ali the stops, delivering crunch 
rockers like Rattlesnake Shake and ballads like / 
Remember You. The capacity crowd may have 
paid to see headliners Bon Jovi, but by show's 
end there wasn’t a fan in the house who wasn't 
on their feet begging for more from Skid Row. 


“People like the album, and that's great,” 
Bach said. ‘But until they see us live, they 
really haven't heard Skid Row. We cut our teeth 
in clubs, and we still sound best when there are 
people out there screaming. That's why this tour 
has been such fun. We've had 20,000 people 
out there every night — some of ‘em knew us, 
some didn’t. It was our challenge to win ‘em 
over and make sure they had a good time. | 
think we accomplished that.” 

One bit of controversy that has followed the 
Skids around, however, is Bach's penchant for 
cursing onstage. If the group were opening for 
the likes of Ozzy Osbourne or Metallica, such 
behavior would not only be acceptable but 
expected. But opening for Bon Jovi is a different 
situation. Whole families come to see Jon and 
his boys, and the Skids have been subjected to 
wide-ranging criticism for grabbing their 
crotches and discussing their sexual preferen- 
ces before, and after virtually every song. 

“Hey, this is rock and roll,” Bach defended 
himself. “We've heard people tell us to tone 
down what we're saying, and believe me, we ve 
tried. But when we start hearing the music and 
getting pumped up onstage, it's hard not to get 
excited. We're trying to keep our mouths clean, 
at least a little bit. But | get so fuckin’ excited 
when | get onstage that | forget the shit that 
everyone tells me. | just want to rock!” O

New Quartet Battles For Recognition With Debut Disc. 


It's no secret to anyone who's been in a 
record store recently that the major labels have 
finally discovered heavy metal in a big way. A 
year or two ago, most label execs would have 
turned up their noses at the mere mention of a 
metal band, preferring to stake their reputations 
on more aesthetically-inclined acts. But the fi- 
nances of the record biz pay the salaries of those 
executives, and the corporate balance sheets 
began to show that it was metal that was pay- 
ing everyone's salary. Soon, the floodgates 
were opened, and seemingly every band with a 
guitar and an amp that went to “10” was 
handed a blank check. In fact, it’s hard to fight 
through the jungle of new metal albums these 
days to find the few that are worthy of one’s 
attention. That's the role we nice folks here at 
Hit Parader serve. We're telling you to check 
out Danger Danger — a damn good band that 
plays with a distinctive enough style to separate 
them from the rest of the metal horde. 

Danger Danger — comprised of vocalist Ted 
Poley, guitarist Andy Timmons, bassist Bruno 
Ravel, keyboardist Kasey Smith and drummer 
Steve West — have staked out a position as 
one of the most diverse new outfits on the hard 
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rock scene. You like raunchy rockers? Then 
check out the group's first single Naughty 
Naughty. Looking for instrumental virtuosity? 
Then give Timmons’ guitar work on Boys Will Be 
Boys a listen. Even if you like your metal more 
melodic, Danger Danger have something for 
you. In fact, according to the band’s cofounder, 
West, it is precisely this musical variety that 
makes Danger Danger special. 

“The thing about this band is that we really 
aren't a one-dimensional group,’ he said. 
“There are groups around who seem really con- 
tent to work in one style of music, and if that 
works for them and their fans, that’s great. I'd 
be the last one to knock it. But we're not like 
that. When we were growing up, we listened to 
a lot of different music — everything from pop 
to metal, from blues to radio-oriented rock. The 
songs on this record pick up on all those influ- 
ences and then we add our own special talents. 
It's really kind of exciting because the album 
turned out just the way we had hoped it would.” 

It's taken Danger Danger a little over two 
years to reach their current status in the rock 
world. Formed in the fall of 1987 by New York 
natives West and Ravel, the group kicked 
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Danger Danger (I. fo r.): Kasey Smith, Andy Timmons, Ted Poley, Bruno Ravel, Steve West. 


around the club circuit for a few months trying 
to solidify their lineup before the right compo- 
nents — Poley, Smith and Timmons — were 
found. More gigs around the New York/New 
Jersey area began attracting label attention, 
and before long, the group became the first 
signing of Imagine Records, a new CBS 
subsidiary. 

“| know it's what everyone says, but this 
really is a dream-come-true, Ravel said. ‘I've 
had a chance to enjoy a little recognition by 
being in bands like White Lion and Talas in the 
past, but | missed out on those group's best 
days. With Danger Danger, I'm right in the mid- 
dle of something very exciting, and I'm loving 
every minute of it.” 

Soon after signing their record deal, the 
group went into the studio to begin work on 
their debut disc with noted producer Lance 
Quinn (whose previous credits include albums 
with Bon Jovi and Lita Ford). Then, as if Quinn's 
talents weren't enough, the band recruited Mike 
Stone (whose magic touch has helped White- 
snake and Queen) to mix their new tracks. 
Those efforts have yielded a bumper crop of 
sprightly, instantly memorable rockers that pack 
just enough metal punch to give ‘em credibility. 

“This album mixes together everything we've 
ever loved about rock and roll,’ West said. “We 
believe rock is supposed to be fun; it’s sup- 
posed to be exciting. We like making upbeat- 
music that's a real kick in the ass. Hopefully 
people will get off on what we've done the 
same way that we got off on making the music. 
If they can have half as much fun listening to 
this album as we had making it, we'll be very 
happy.” O

ometimes things just don’t go 

the way a band wants them to, 

even if the band’s a double- 

platinum success like White 

Lion. They say that into every 
life a little rain must fall, and last summer a bit 
of drizzle dampened the spirits of vocalist Mike 
Tramp, guitarist Vito Bratta, bassist James 
Lomenzo and drummer Greg D'Angelo, albeit 
briefly. You see, the boys were on tour with 
Ozzy Osbourne for a month's worth of shows 
along the East Coast. At most of the concerts, 
White Lion's 50-minute ‘‘special guest’ slot 
met with a frenzied audience response — 
especially at those gigs which were near the 
group's New York/New Jersey home base. But 
there were other nights too — nights when the 
metal-mad Ozzy contingent treated the White 
Lion brigade with, shall we say, less than the 
respect that they deserve. There were cat calls 
and even a few boos from a crowd who felt the 


band’s music was too lightweight, that Tramp 
was too good-looking and that Bratta’s guitar 
work was too flashy. Though that reaction may 
have stung a little, the guys managed to survive 
the ordeal quite well, thank you. 

“Touring with Ozzy was very interesting,” the 
diplomatic Tramp said with a smile. “It was a 
good experience for us because we were able to 
reach an audience that we might not have 
reached otherwise. Ozzy's following may be a 
little heavier than our audience, but that's fine. | 
think that we're heavy enough to play with 
anyone. At the time we went on the road with 
him, there just weren't that many good tours out 
there. We thought it would be a good opportun- 
ity, and it was. It sure beat sitting at home.” 

As soon as White Lion were able to bolt from 
the Ozzy tour trail, however, they did, hooking 
up with a far more sympathetic tour headed by 
Cinderella. That package packed Midwest are- 
nas through the late summer and early fall, and 
helped push White Lion's latest LP, Big Game, 


past the million sales plateau. Perhaps best of 
all for these guys, the Cinderella/White Lion 
package attracted a lot more females than the 
Ozzy tour could ever dream of doing — a fact 
not lost on the roving eyes of a certain Mr. 
Tramp. 


“Our music has a lot of appeal to women,” 
he said. ‘We know that there were a lot more 
girls out there with Cinderella than there were 
with Ozzy. That's very important for us. We want 
to sell records to women just as much as we do 
to men. Besides, having a lot of women at the 
show makes hanging around backstage a lot 
more interesting. It's fun to just sit back and 
girlwatch. The women who come backstage to 
visit us can put on quite a show all by 
themselves.” 

It hasn't taken White Lion long to become 
one of the favorite groupie targets of the rock 
world. While the band’s history dates back 
some five years to when Bratta and Tramp put 
together the first incarnation of the band in 
Brooklyn, New York, it's only been since the 
release of their multi-platinum smash, Pride, in 
1987 that White Lion have ruled as kings of the 
pop/metal jungle. The band’s good looks, solid 
instrumental attack and instantly memorable 
lyrics made such songs as Wart and When The 
Children Cry radio and video smashes, and 
turned Tramp into one of the leading pinup boys 
in the metal empire. But when Big Game was 
released in the spring of 1989, Tramp was out 
to prove that he was more than just another 
pretty face. In fact, such songs as Little Fighter 
and Cry For Freedom have a distinctly political 
bent to them. 

“| don't believe that a rock singer should use 
his influence to go out and preach to the fans,” 
he said. “But if | can entertain the fans while 
giving them something to think about — a little 
message — then I'll do it. I'm not trying to hit 
anyone over the head with some weird political 
stuff. But Little Fighter tells the story of the 
Rainbow Warrior, the ship that was sunk by the 
French government a year ago. All that ship was 
doing was representing Greenpeace, the organi- 
zation that wants us all to breathe clean air and 
have blue skies to enjoy. How can anyone be 
against blue skies and clean air? 


“Perhaps Cry For Freedom is a little more 
controversial,’ he added. ‘That song is about 
South Africa and the apartheid practices that 
the government imposes. That song means a 
great deal to me because it really comes from 
my heart. It's a very different kind of song for 
us, totally unlike anything White Lion has ever 
done before. | just started singing lyrics off the 
top of my head, and they seemed to fit in right 
away with Vito's music — it all came together 
very quickly. Working like that, and ending up 
with a song that had something interesting to 
say, made us all feel very good.” 

Despite the band’s efforts, there are some 
, who feel that Big Game doesn't match up to its 


illustrious predecessor, Pride. While there's a 
greater diversity of material on the current LP, 
there are those who believe the band’s latest 
collection fails to fulfill the musical promise 
hinted at earlier. Of course, the band members 
strongly refute these charges, insisting that Big 
Game is a major step forward for them in every 
way. 

“| consciously wanted to do something 
totally different on every song on Big Game,” 
Bratta said. “No song has the same groove, the 
same beat or the same feel as the song before 
it. | was going for a concept, as if the band had 
been around for ten years and we were putting 
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out a Greatest Hits album. Each song was 
designed to represent a whole different time 
period and style, but still sound like White 
Lion.” 

“Writing comes naturally to Vito and me,” 
Tramp added. ‘This album came together very 
easily. We didn't have to push anything. We had 
written on the road and when we were relaxing, 
sO we were ready to record. This time, every- 
body put his faith and trust in the other 
members of the band. It was a very harmonious 
process for us. This is the album where White 
Lion really became a band. We hope it makes 
people as happy as it's made us.” 0

Blonde Bombshell Finds New Band And Finishes Work On Latest LP. 


ita Ford knows she’s hot. We're not 

saying that the lovely Ms. Ford is 

conceited, but that after a dozen 

years of struggling to make her 

mark on the rock world, she’s finally 
about to attain her goal. With the platinum suc- 
cess of her most recent LP, Lita, and the smash 
single and video, Close My Eyes Forever, Ford 
has emerged as the true metal queen, the 
woman who has more hard rock credibility than 
any other member of her gender. There may be 
female rockers out there who can strut and 
pose, and even play, on a par with Lita. But 
when it comes to the total package — looks, 
talent and charisma — Lita knows she’s got it 
all. 

“You can't spend as many years in this busi- 
ness as | have and not develop a few tricks,” 
she said. “| know how to work an audience 
when I'm onstage, and | sure know how to work 
out so | look good up there. But | don't want 
anyone to forget the hours | spend every day 
practicing guitar and writing songs. Some peo- 
ple still think that because I'm a woman, I'm 
somehow getting by on my looks or on some 
gimmick. Let me tell ‘em right now I'm not.” 

Perhaps the reason Ford's career has taken 
off in recent months is the fact that she’s now 
able to focus more of her attention on her work. 
Always known for her party-hearty attitude 
towards life, Lita Ford was known in the LA. 
rock community as one name that had to be on 
your guest list. Ford made her mark on the male 
population of Motley Crue's Nikki Sixx and Black 
Sabbath’s Tony lommi. But last year, word fil- 
tered out that Ford had found the man of her 
dreams — the guy who would allow her to 
settle down a little. That man was none other 
than W.A.S.P.’s guitar wildman Chris Holmes. 
The pair were wed this past summer, and Ford 
admits that the relationship has aided her 
greatly in trying to get her priorities in order. 

“| don’t like discussing my personal life,” 
Ford said with some annoyance. “Let's just say 
that I'm real happy with my life, both personally

and professionally right now, and that's made a 
big difference in my work habits. | don't feel I've 
got to be at every party that’s held anymore. | 
still enjoy going out. But | don't mind staying in, 
either. | guess it's all part of growing up.” 
While she’s been staying in, Ford has been 
hard at work writing material for her new album, 
scheduled to be released in March. Originally, 
the disc was scheduled for last November, some 
18 months after the Lita album first saw the

light of day. But the success of Close My Eyes 
Forever reenergized that album's sagging for- 
tunes and sent it soaring back up the charts. 
Executives at Ford's label decided that holding 
onto the disc for a few extra months might not 
be a bad idea. 

During the interview, late in 1989, rumors 
began surfacing that Lita was unsatisfied with 
the band with whom she had recorded Lita and 
subsequently toured the world. Word got out 
that she was hitting the clubs in both England 
and America, searching for a talented, good- 
looking group of rockers who could help propel 
her to superstar status. While those close to the 
Ford camp would neither confirm nor deny those 
rumors — and Lita herself remained uncharac- 
teristically mum when confronted with the sto- 
ries — it appears that there will be new faces 
surrounding Ford when she hits the tour trail 
again early in 1990. 

“I've worked with a lot of different musicians 
over the years,’ Ford admitted. ‘| like to work 
with people who share my commitment to the 
music. I'm always looking for hot young players, 
and I've had a lot of different people go through 
my band over the years. Sure, it would be great 
to find the perfect musicians and keep a band 
together for the next 20 years, but that’s not a 
necessity for me.” 


It seems certain that when she does hit the 
road again, it will be as an arena headliner. 
That success will culminate a long, perilous 
journey which began when Ford played those 
arenas with her original band, the Runaways, in 
the late ‘70s. Her career since then has taken a 
series of bizarre twists and turns, in which she 
was unceremoniously dumped by a major label, 
suffered through a series of personal problems, 
then landed on her feet as the first signing of 
Mike Chapman's Dreamland Records. 

“Mike Chapman is the guy who | give almost 
all the credit to for my career today,’ Lita said. 
“The two most important people in my business 
life are Mike and my manager, Sharon 
Osbourne. Mike approached me at a time when 
| really was at a low point in my career. He 
wanted me to be on his new label, and he gave 
me a great deal of personal attention. He's a 
brilliant man when it comes to music. He can 
write, he can produce and he can handle tough 
business decisions. His help was just what | 
needed at that time.” 

Lita may point to her business friends as the 
key to her current success, but no one with eyes 
or ears can deny that Lita’s sexy good looks and 
burning guitar skills should be all she ever 
needs to ensure her continued good fortune. 
She's seen metal be in fashion and out, and 
she’s aware that she'd damn well better cash in 
her chips this time. The pressure is on. Ford 
knows the bank vault at her record label will be 
open for her next album and tour, but if she 
can't deliver the goods, she'll have a lot of 
explaining to do. Ford feels confident, however, 
that the foothold provided by the Lita LP will 


give her a chance to climb to the top of the 


metal mountain this time around. 

“Tm really looking forward to getting every- 
thing going again,’ she said. ‘'! think this is a 
very solid album, and | can't wait to get back on 
the road. The new songs will sound great 
onstage, and | know the fans will be having the 
time of their lives out there. I've been very 
patient waiting to get to this point, so there's no 
way in hell that I'm gonna blow it.” O 
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HEAVY METAL HAPPENINGS 


Rumors continue to circulate about internal 
problems within Guns N’ Roses. It's no secret 
that vocalist Axl Rose and guitarist Slash 
haven't always seen eye-to-eye on things in the 
past, but now their conflicts have become more 
hostile. There are even stories floating around 
that the pair refuse to be in the recording studio 
at the same time. Fret not, G N’ R fanatics out 
there. It seems certain that these problems will 
eventually blow over (or at least be neutralized) 
and the band’s platinum-coated career will once 
again hit high gear.

Remember Stryper? Well, it seems that the 
Christian rockers — who suffered the conse- 
quences for making their last LP, In God We 
Trust, too soft for the metal followers — are 
about to return with a vengeance. Gone will be 
their trademark yellow-and-black stage outfits, 
and returning will be the pedal-to-the-metal 
sound that first won the band acclaim. “We're 
going to be much heavier on the next album,” 
drummer Robert Sweet said. “We are changing 
a bit, but our Christian message will still be 
there.”

FUELING THE FIRE 


Philly Rock Warriors Release Second Dose Of Metal Magic. 


BY ANDY SECHER 


t's no secret that Britny Fox were one of 

last year’s surprise success stories. 

Their self-titled debut LP soared past 

the million sales mark on the strength of 

songs like Girlschool, Save The Weak 
and Long Way To Love, and their national tours, 
opening for the likes of Poison and Ace Frehley, 
attracted fans around the world. Needless to 
say, vocalist/guitarist ‘Dizzy’ Dean Davidson, 
guitarist Michael Kelly Smith, bassist Billy 
Childs and drummer Johnny Dee had much to 
live up to when they reentered the recording 
studio to begin their latest LP, Boys In Heat. 
But live up to expectations these Philadelphia 
rockers have, producing an album that shows a 
marked growth from their debut effort. Recently 
we caught up with Davidson to discuss Britny 
Fox the second time around. 


Hit Parader: How different are things with 
Britny Fox this time? Have you been able to 
utilize the experience you had during the past 
year to bolster the new songs? 

Dean Davidson: Oh yeah, a lot of the things that 
happened to us are reflected in the music and 
the lyrics of this album. | had a little portable 
studio on the road with me last.time, so what 
happened to us while we were out there natu- 
rally became part of the songs. Things really are 
different for us this time. We're more confident. 
But we're still hungry enough to want to show 
everyone that we can really play. That's the 
most important thing to us. This record has 13 
songs on it, which is a lot, and five of them are 
very commercial, very radio and MTV-oriented. 
But we've expanded our scope too. It's been 
real exciting. 


HP: You mention that the band wants to con- 
vince people that you can really play. Is that a 
sensitive subject within the group? 

DD: People who know us, who buy the albums 
and come to the shows, know we can play. But 
there are other people who look at the videos or 
our pictures in magazines and see a bunch of 
guys dressed in all sorts of ruffles, and they 
don't take us seriously. One of the things we're 
determined to do this time is stretch out and 
have a lot more fun. We're gonna use 12-string 
guitars on this record and really let loose. As far 
as our look goes, you can forget about all the 
ruffles. We're gonna dress onstage the same 
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way we dress for the street. It'll be cool, but it'll 
also be comfortable. 


HP: Why do you want to start fooling around 
with your look and your sound when it was so 
successful last time? 

DD: A lot of bands — many of them groups we 
really look up to — have been going through 
some changes too. Look at Poison. They're a 
great band, but they've made some changes in 
their look over the last year. If they can do it, so 
can we. The image we had last time was a real 
reflection of us. We believed in it. But some 
people didn't want to see beyond our look, and 
that annoyed us. As far as the music goes, | 
wouldn't say we're really changing. After being 
on the road for so long, we think we know what 
the fans want to hear, and we're gonna give it 
to ‘em. We were a commercial band on the first 
album, and we're gonna be even more commer- 
cial on this one. 


HP: Tell us about some of your favorite songs 
on the new LP. 

DD: There's one called Ange/ /n My Heart, 
which is a real nice song. It shows a different 
side to Britny Fox, while still being instantly 
familiar to the fans who know us from the first 
record. We have another one called Long Way 
From Home, which is about all the things that 
can happen to a band on the road. Then there's 
Long Road, which is a ballad about the fans. 
Those people out there mean everything to us, 
and I'm not just saying that to sound nice. | still 
answer every fan letter that’s sent to me — and 
believe me, that takes a long, long time. But 
without those people, | know we'd be nowhere, 
and | wanted to write a song that told ‘em that. 


HP: The success you've enjoyed during the past 
year must have changed your life. What's been 
the biggest change for you? 

DD: Well, it's real nice to walk down the street 
and be recognized. | guess anyone who ever 
goes onstage wants that kind of attention. And 
it's nice to have a little money now too. I'm 
gonna buy a house in or around Philadelphia in 
the near future, and that’s kind of a dream- 
come-true. We're all real happy about the way 
things have gone during the past year. The time, 
money and effort we put into the first album 
was rewarded, and that feels real good. 


HP: Is there one particular goal you have in 
mind for the new album and tour? 

DD: Nothing in terms of sales or money. | know 
it'll sound a little corny, but | mean it when | say 
our goal is just to make people happy. If we can 
get some new people to listen to us and know 
that they've had a good time, then we've 
achieved our goal for the year.

HP: We've heard that Britny Fox can be a pretty 
crazy band on the road. Got a good road story 
for us? 

DD: Okay, here goes. This involves our sound 
man at the time, who's since been fired. This 
guy made a habit of eating everything he could 
*get his hands on, including all the food that was 


laid out for the band backstage. After a while, 
that really began to bother me. So one night we 
pulled up to an all-night pharmacy and | bought 
about a dozen packages of Ex-Lax. The next day, 
| made an Ex-Lax cake for this guy, made Ex-Lax 
pudding and even Ex-Lax cookies. Of course, he 
ate ‘em all. He even ate some more Ex-Lax that | 


had wrapped up in a candy bar wrapper. Well, 
to make a long story short, about an hour after 
he went up to his hotel room we heard this 
scream, and the guy came running out inte the 
hall. His room was literally covered in shit. The 
Ex-Lax sure did its work. | know he won't be 
stealing our food anymore. 
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money.” 


The Most Popular 
Band In Metal History 
Contemplates Next Move.

t's gotta be fun being Def Leppard! 
When you're sitting on top of the world, 
as vocalist Joe Elliott, bassist Rick 
Savage, drummer Rick Allen and guitar- 
ists Steve Clark and Phil Collen certainly 
are, the day-to-day trials, tribulations and con- 
cerns that bother us mere mortals certainly 
don't crease your brow. Sure, we've all read 
about the band members’ battles with personal 
demons ranging from drinking to physical injury. 
And no one can deny the Leps have suffered 
their share of bad luck during their decade-long 
career. But as we enter the 1990s, is there a 
band with more positive things going for them 
than Def Leppard? 

Just consider: they've sold an amazing total 
of 18 million copies of their two most recent 
LPs, Pyromania and Hysteria — a figure no 
other hard rock band can match. They've 
grossed an estimated $20 million in receipts 
from their most recent tours, more than half of 
that stemming from the sales of T-shirts, tour 
programs and other band-related items. Cer- 
tainly, the boys in this band no longer have any 
financial demons looking over their shoulders. 
In fact, word has it that shrewd investments in 
the United States and abroad have turned the 
Def Leppard corporate empire into one of the 
most lucrative holdings in the entire rock world. 


“Everyone always likes to talk about money,” 
Elliott said with a laugh. ‘They figure that since 
we've supposedly sold so many records, we 
must be rolling in the stuff. Well, our managers 


keep us on an allowance, if truth be known, and 
while we're not wanting for things, the fact is 
that we're not living the jet-set lifestyle you 
might imagine. In fact, when we were in Holland 
working on the album, | would say our accom- 
modations were somewhat laughable. But we 
enjoyed ourselves anyway. As long as we're 
together and being creative, the money side of 
things really doesn't matter.” 

Of course, it's easy to say money doesn't 
matter when you've got tons of the stuff. But in 
the case of Def Leppard, those words hold more 
than a ring of truth. Unlike many other rock 
performers, this band isn't motivated by the lure 
of big paydays. They could probably retire from 
the rock world this second and never have a 
financial headache for the rest of their lives. But 
new music to make, new artistic frontiers to 
conquer and new tours to begin are what turns 
these rockers on. 

“We always like to push ourselves, to see 
what we can do,” Collen said. “That's the fun 
part of being in a band. After you've toured a 
few times and recorded a number of albums, 
some of the fun goes away from those aspects 
of rock. And the business side of things is 
always a pain in the ass. But being able to write 
songs and then go into the studio to bring them 
alive is still an incredible amount of fun. Each 
album is a great experiment for us, to see what 
new doors we can open and what new tricks we 
can discover.” 

The rock community is now eagerly awaiting 
the chance to hear what new tricks the Leps 
have up their collective sleeves on their forth- 
coming LP. Work on the disc has been com- 
pleted at Wissellord Studios in Holland, and 
now it's just a matter of time before the latest 
dose of Def dynamite is unleashed upon the 
metal masses. Those who have heard the new 
material say that it ranks among the band’s 
best, falling somewhere between the blatant 
commerciality of Pyromania and the more 
adventurous stance of Hysteria. 

Recorded over a four-month period last 
summer and fall, the disc also represents the 
band’s first attempt at self-production. While 
close friend Mike Shipley was there to aid the 
band when emergencies arose — and to take 
command of the control board — for the first 
time, the band members themselves called the 
shots when it came time to piece the album 
together. On previous LPs, the group relied 
heavily on the prowess of producer Mutt Lange. 
But, having grown tired of Lange's slow produc- 
tion pace, the group decided to proceed on their 
own this time. 

“We feel ready as far as production goes,” 
Savage said. ‘We've worked with Mutt for so 
long that some of his technique must have 
rubbed off on us. He's the best producer any- 
where and we enjoyed working with him, but we 
just felt it was time for us to try taking a little 
more control. Mike Shipley was a huge help to 


, us, and together | think we've made some excel- 


lent music. But, of course, the fans will have the 
final say about that.” 

One question industry insiders are pondering 
is how much effect Lange's absence will have 
on the group's songwriting. It was often 
rumored that the material on Pyromania and 
Hysteria was heavily edited by Lange, who is a 
gifted songwriter and musician, as well as being 
one of the world’s top producers. Will his 
absence drastically alter the Def Leppard 
sound? That seems unlikely, considering the 
newfound maturity each of the band members 
has exhibited in the last two years; they seem 
well able to handle any situation, good or bad, 


that’s thrown their way. So the challenge of 
writing and producing material for their new LP, 
unemcumbered by any outside source, is an 
opportunity these rock warriors cherish. 

“We heard all those stories of how Mutt 
supposedly wrote all our songs,’ said an 
amused Elliott. “! can tell you flat-out that 
that’s a load of rubbish. If people don’t want to 
give us any credit, that’s their problem, not 
ours. All | will say is that Def Leppard is cer- 
tainly capable of standing on its own feet and 
looking out for its own welfare. We've got too 
many things to be happy about to let a little idle 
chatter like that ruin our day.” O

have a heart-to-heart with all four 
members of Kiss is a rare and 
humorous experience indeed. You 
learn so much about the personali- 
ties of Gene Simmons, Paul Stanley, Eric Carr 
and Bruce Kulick by watching the subtle 
interplay between them when they've relaxed 
their guards a tad. It makes for entertaining 
conversation. 

The reason for this tete-a-tete? Kiss’ 23rd 
album, titled Hot In The Shade, though at the 
time this conversation took place, the boys were 
trying to decide that title and others like Crimes 
And Punishment and Passion. 


Paul Stanley: ...As you probably know, we change 
our titles all the time. Each time, we say “this is 
definitely the one’ and then we change it. 


Hit Parader: When you were preparing Crazy 
Nights, there were a plethora of rumors going 
around as to what the title of the album was 
going to be. 

PS: Condom Nation. 


HP: There was another title — you had some 
gloves embroidered with the statement... what 
was it? 

PS: Who Dares Wins. It sounds like a comedy 
routine. (Paul adopts a ghetto tone) Who dare? 
You win. 

Gene Simmons: We go through that with each 
album. We must have had 50 names for this 
record. 

PS: We figured it was better to have good 
songs and no title as opposed to a great title 
and no songs. Isn't that true Eric? 

Eric Carr: (laughing) Yes, of course. That was 
it. 

GS: Anyway, what's in a name? 
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Pa > 
‘ Simons Eric. Bre Paul us eis’. Bruce Kulick> 


HP: Hot In The Shade is a ea album, isn't it? 
PS: Actually, we recorded 15 tracks for the 
album. The 15th song is one called Little Caesar 
that Eric co-wrote with a couple of people. 
PS: It's about a vegetarian — a small one. We 
were going to call it Romaine — Little Caesar 
Salad. 

GS: It's autobiographical, about Eric. 

EC: (embarrassed) Oh, shut up. You know what 
we should talk about? Bruce’s guitar solo, the 
highlight of the album. 

Bruce Kulick: My much-hated solo that came 
out so brilliantly. 


HP: It's an acoustic solo, isn't it? 

BK: | learned on acoustic; everyone starts on 
acoustic guitar. But usually when | approach a 
guitar solo | take out my favorite electric, turn 
the Marshall up to 10 and I'm fine. | did the 
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same thing this time on the ballad Forever, and 
the electric solo was brilliant.

HP: Who wrote Forever?

HP: Who collaborated on your other material on 
this record? 
PS: | think your mother was one, your cousin or

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someone like that. We used anybody who could 
whistle Dixie. 

GS: No matter who anybody writes with, when a 
song comes into the band, we give it our own 
treatment. It may not say Eric on every song... 
PS: It says Caesar. 

GS: ...but we certainly feature his work in every 
tune. 

EC: I'm going to change my name to Little 
Seizure. 

GS: Kiss is a band of four people, and 
everybody has a piece of themselves in 
whatever we do. 


HP: What do each of you bring to the band? 
EC: | brought my drums. 

PS: | bring vegetables. 

BK: As you can see, we have a great attitude. 
EC: Gene brings his stomach. 

GS: And his ass. | think what everybody agrees 
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upon is that the whole is greater than the sum 
of its parts.

THE HEAT IS ON 


David Coverdale Discusses Steve Vai, Getting Married And Being Rich.

t's the dawn of a new era 
for Whitesnake. Long gone 
is guitarist Vivian 
Campbell, whose burning 
lead licks helped propel 
the band on their most recent 
tour. In his stead is former David 
Lee Roth axemaster Steve Vai, a 
surprise replacement who joined 
the group when Whitesnake’'s 
other guitarist, Adrian 
Vandenberg, suffered a freak 
injury last January. Together with 
band leader David Coverdale, Vai 
has helped the Snake record 
some of their hottest tunes ever 
on their new LP, Slip Of The 
Tongue. The realigned quintet of 
Coverdale, Vai, Vandenberg, 
bassist Rudy Sarzo and drummer 
Tommy Aldridge seem thrilled to 
be together and making some of 
the best music to be heard 
anywhere. Recently, we hooked 
up with the ever-charismatic Mr. 
Coverdale to discuss Whitesnake 
‘89. 


Hit Parader: After nearly a dozen 
years in this business, does it surprise 
you that this is the first time Hit 
Parader has placed you on the cover? 
David Coverdale: You all should 
have been taken out to the courtyard 
with sharp metal objects attached to 
your private parts and executed! 
(laughs) But now you have the chance 
to make up for the horrendous 
oversight by giving us the cover to kick 
off the release of our new LP. 


HP: Why don't you tell us something 
about the record. 

DC: We had a wonderful preproduction 
period last December in Lake Tahoe, 
Nevada, and at that point we ran into 
a bit of a problem with Vivian. He was 
easy enough to work with, but there 
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Vandenberg 


Adrian 


Was a constant irritation with him 
caused by peripheral people which 
really caused some problems. | think 
anyone who knows me is aware that | 
don’t want to put up with any 
malcontents, so there was a natural 
parting of ways. The situation with 
Vivian certainly wasn’t as nasty as what 
had occurred with John Sykes after the 
last album was completed, but it 
became an uncomfortable matter for 
everyone. Once that matter was cleared 
up, we got right back to work and 
achieved some wondrous results. 


HP: You seem to gloss over the fact 
that you've added Steve Vai to the 
band, and that Adrian Vandenberg, 
who co-wrote most of the new songs 
with you, was not around for most of 
the LP’s recording. 

DC: That is all quite true. The situation 
with Adrian was an unfortunate and 
sad one. He severely injured his wrist 
while practicing on the piano, and 
when we began recording, it became 
quite apparent that in no way could he 
play up to his full capabilities. It was 
then that a certain person started 
“vying” for our guitar position, and he 
proved to be a perfect match for this 
band. He's absolutely brilliant — the 
devil's own guitarist! But | want to 
stress that Adrian is still very much a 
part of this band, and his songwriting 
for this record was not only prolific but 
totally incredible. | can’t express how 
happy | am with the situation this band 
finds itself in at the moment. 


HP: How did you come in contact with 
Vai? 

DC; It’s always been my contention 
that Whitesnake is a two-guitar band, 
and while a virtuoso like Steve can 
shine brilliantly in the studio, once 
onstage a band like this needs the 
flexibility that two superb musicians 
affords it.

HP: It’s nice to have a back catalogue 
of songs like Foo/ For Your Lovin’ that 
most American Snake fans never picked 
up on the first time around. 

DC: That is true. They are great songs, 


: and with the band sounding as 


incredible as it does at the moment, | 
thought it was a wise idea to try them 
out again. Americans are the greatest 
rock fans in the world, and | just don't 
think the right karma existed for those 
songs to be fully appreciated in your 
country before this. 


HP: Did you feel any stress following 
up the Whitesnake album, which sold 
over six million copies? 

DC: Actually, there was very little 
pressure on me this time. In fact, I'd say 
I felt none at all. Only when we fell a 
little behind schedule did | begin to feel 
Stress. It is every rock singer's dream to 
get “a little behind,” but in this 
particular case, it wasn’t what we 
wanted to do. But there are excellent 
people around this band — especially 
from the Geffen side of things — so 
they took a great deal of the pressure 
off me. 


HP: Would you be disappointed if this 
album doesn't sell as well as the last 
one? 

DC: That will be up to the dear people 
Out there. | don’t know if our hard 
work will make the difference between 
a megahit album or not. As | said 
before, I'm a great believer in karma. | 
think we've produced an album that 
should be successful, but how 
successful it will be is really out of our 
hands. 


HP: There’s no doubt that video and 
MTV played a major role in 
Whitesnake’s success last time around. 
Can we expect a slew of new Snake 
videos to be heading our way soon? 
DC: You can count on that. I've already 
been talking to Marty Callner, the man 
who produced our clips last time, and 
we're looking for exciting new ways of 
presenting the band. As | watch MTV, | 
see so many things that appear to be 
ripoffs of what we did last time, but 
they lack the taste and style that we 
brought forth. We will do many new 
videos | hope, and they will set new 
standards for the form. 


HP: We certainly hope that they'll 
feature the “Whitesnake Girl”, your 
beautiful wife, Tawny Kitaen. 

DC: | certainly hope so as well. We 
were married last February, and my life 
has been constant happiness ever since. 
Tawny brought us so much good luck 
last time that we wouldn't think of 
proceeding without her this time. | 
mean, karma alone goes only so far! 0

LOADED FOR ACTION 


Internal Strife Causes Delays For Multi-Platinum Superstars.

“I've never run over any dogs in my life.” 


ouths have again been yapping about the wherea- 
bouts of Guns N’ Roses. True or not, the story doesn't 
matter. It's their 15 minutes of fame. Their lives are 
the inspiration for Entertainment Tonight. Betting 
that these five bruisers will cause rumor and con- 
sternation in the rock media carries the same odds as the moon rising this 
evening. 

You've read the fables: Ax! will never sing again. Slash hates C.C. 
DeVille. Axl is fed up that nobody else can get it together and is leaving 
the band. Steven has overdosed. Guns N’ Roses hate gays and blacks. 
Duff will die at 29. 

“You want to know how it works?” Duff says, appalled. He glares 
intently from behind his shades and continues. “Someone starts a rumor 
someplace — it's mainly through the journalists that they get started. 
One magazine will say something like ‘Axl has a throat disease’. The next 
magazine will say ‘Axl has cancer of the throat’. The next magazine will 
say that he’s dead. We look at it and we laugh. The rock press stinks. It's 
written for 12-year-olds.”’ 

“Journalism has changed a lot,’’ notes Slash. “When | was first getting 
into music — buying all the records | liked, playing guitar, going to 
concerts and shit — the magazines that were out were Hit Parader, 
Circus, Cream and Rolling Stone. At that time, it was all very adventu- 
rous journalism. It was cool, almost like college-type journalism — going 
out on a limb, writing about all this shit. You could even learn new words 
through reading it.” 

He is roused; his sensibilities are challenged. “Now it's so standard- 
ized. It’s a fucking industry. | won't name the names of the magazines, 
because they do help us, but | don’t even bother to read them, because 
they're ridiculous. They make up shit. A lot of the people that buy the 
magazines believe things that they read about us that aren't true.” 

“There's a lot of sensationalism,” Axl Rose observed not long ago in a 
national publication. “People out there don’t know what's real or not. 
Things are always going to get changed or taken out of context, but some 
magazines will make up an interview just to sell issues. 

“One magazine's written that Slash said | run over dogs. I’ve never run 
over any dogs. | think it sucks when a kid has three bucks and he buys a 
candy bar, a soda and a magazine because he’s really into Guns N’ Roses, 
and he gets bad photos and an interview that's not true. It's not fair. 
Unfortunately, it probably will never change.” 

There's a new story circulating of a recent fist fight between Axl and 
Slash: Apparently, Axl decided Chicago would be a good low-stress envir- 
onment to compile tunes for the next album. Slash wanted to be in L.A. 
and left. So now the band is supposedly not doing anything, though 
they've been spotted in New York. 

Not true. Progress is being made. 
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Axl spent the early months of summer at his 12th-story, West Holly- 
wood condominium writing songs for Guns N’ Roses’ next LP. He did stop 
all drug usage for the occasion, insisting drugs ‘just don't fit in my life 
right now.” Axi's only indulgence at present is an occasional glass of 
bubbly. For the most part, Axl’s mind is clear for the creation of the new 
Guns N’ Roses opus. 

In the meantime, Steven Adler, Izzy Stradlin, Duff McKagan and Slash 
have also been writing songs for the new album. 

Have the remaining members of the group reduced their toxic intake as 
well? Let's just say they're coping, and allowing the music to be the 
supreme aphrodisiac. 

“| get my influences from simple things, like a chord pattern,” Slash 
says. Beneath his gaggle of curls, one can discern a smile. “I play all the 
time and put together shit that sounds cool. That's all songwriting is as 
far as I'm concerned. If Duff likes it and Izzy likes it and Axl likes it and 
Steve likes it, then we use it.” 

Where does the inspiration for a G N’ R sonnet come from? Does it fall 
from the sky into a band member's head? Does it come from the environ- 
ment? While they're recording, do the members of Guns N’ Roses become 
musical hermits, avoiding MTV, radio and albums? 

“Radio does nothing for me,” says Slash vehemently. “Radio doesn't 
inspire me to jerk off, okay? Seriously, listening to the radio just makes 
me know what | shouldn't be doing. A metal station like KNAC in Los 
Angeles plays some cool shit, but a lot of the stuff they play as filler is 
fucking lousy. It's a heavy metal station; they play everything that they 
think is worth playing. 50 percent of that is sort of cool and 50 percent of 
it is garbage. | like better odds than that.” 


For those of you who've been living in China, Appetite For Destruction, 
Guns N’ Roses first LP, is the largest-selling debut album in the history of 
rock and roll. If you get into the business figures and calculate things out 
(record sales, merchandising, tour revenues), Axl Rose is the lead voice 
and CEO of a financial empire that's worth more than $125 million 
dollars. 

Certainly, Axl and Company are going to want to do the best to parlay 
those impressive revenues with another great album. What is Guns N’ 
Roses’ grand scheme for this new record? 

“The new record will definitely be more emotional,” Ax! told Rolling 
Stone. “'l try to write so the audience can understand what emotions I'm 
feeling. Also, | think the songs are worded in a way that a great number of 
people will be able to relate to the experiences. It's not so personalized 
that it’s only my weird, twisted point of view. We hope to make a very 
long record. It'd be nice to make one that's seventy-six minutes long — a 
76-minute CD with varied styles.” 

The most recent word is that G N’ R were writing in New York. Expect 
the band to go into the studio with Mike Clink producing, perhaps at Little 
Mountain Studios, in the winter, with a new album by spring 1990. 0

angerous Toys — what a dumb 
name for a rock band! No ques- 
tion about it, D.T.’s moniker 
may rank as the most nonsen- 
sical title currently in the rock 
scene. On the other hand, Dangerous Toys is a 
memorable handle. When you hear the band’s 
name bandied about in conversation or 
announced on MTV, you inevitably remember it 
and think, ‘Oh yeah, those guys with the dumb 
name.” Actually, as we found out during this 
interview, vocalist Jason McMaster, drummer 
Mark Geary, bassist Mike Watson and guitarists 
Scott Dalhover and Danny Aaron almost used 
an even dumber name — the Pretty Guys — 
before they settled on their current nom-de- 
rock. But this bunch doesn’t care about some- 
thing as silly as a name. They only care about 
having fun, drinking beer and rocking as hard as 
they can. With an attitude like that, a dumb 
name is almost acceptable, isn't it? Whaddya 
mean ‘no’! You readers out there are getting 
tougher and tougher to please. But hopefully 
this recent conversation with Geary and Watson 
will do the trick.

Hit Parader: How did you end up with a name 
like Dangerous Toys? 

Mark Geary: The fact is that when we were 
back home in Austin, Texas, we never could 
come up with good names for our bands. We 
were so into partying and playing onstage, that 
a name never seemed that important. But when 
this lineup of the band got together, we knew 
we had to have a name that we could stick up 
on the marquee in front of the clubs so people 
would know we were there. Dangerous Toys 
was just a name we came up with that we didn't 
hate. There's really nothing more to it than that. 


HP: You have turned the name into an interest- 
ing marketing gimmick. The cover of your debut 
LP is pretty wild. 

Mike Watson: Yeah, the guy who became our 
manager found these jack-in-the-box dolls 
someplace, a whole shitload of ‘em, and he 
started sending them out to people to promote 
the band. We just took one of ‘em and had it 
turned into the artwork that’s on the album 
cover. It's kind of scary. | think that the kids who 
are into music like ours can relate to toys like 


that — things that are just a little bit 
off-the-wall. 

MG: The cover of the album has really gotten a 
lot of attention — it's great. There are so many 
albums out there right now, and most of ‘em 
aren't that interesting. Hopefully, ours is an 
album that the fans might pick up because of 
the cover, but once they start playing it, they'll 
get into the music. 


HP: How would you describe Dangerous Toys’ 
music? 

MG: It's down-to-earth, party, blues music. We 
like to think that this is the ultimate party 
album. Anyone who's reading this who hasn't 
checked out our music yet, let me tell you that 
our album is the one you should pick up for your 
next party. We guarantee everyone will be on 
their feet having a great time all night long. 
Well, maybe they won't be on their feet... but 
they will be having a lot of fun. 

MW: We play real upbeat music. There isn't any 
somber ‘the world’s gonna end tomorrow” shit 
on our record. It's about hangin’ out, checkin’ 
out the women and drinking lots of beer. We 


concentrate on the things that are rea//y impor- 
tant in life. 


HP: You guys seem to be really preoccupied 
with sex on this record. 

MW: Well, that’s a fun part of life. Most of our 
sexual references are kind of subtle and done 
with a tongue-in-cheek attitude. About the most 
blatant we get is on the song Sportin’ A Woody, 
which is more about a guy not getting sex than 
getting it. That's just a funny song; it’s not 
supposed to be any heavy sexual thing. We 
haven't been in the right kind of places to really 
be that into wild sex. Maybe the bands from 
LA enjoy a scene like that, but we're just five 
boys from Austin, Texas. 


HP: How tough was it getting a recording con- 
tract with Austin as home base? 

MG: It really wasn’t that hard. We'd only played 
shows in and around Texas — Austin, San 
Antonio, places like that. We had never been to 
New York or L.A., but we sent one of our demo 
tapes to L.A. and it reached the guy who 
became our manager. He pulled a few strings, 
hooked up with some really good people, and 
before we knew it we had guys from the major 
labels flying down to Texas to check us out. It 
was really wild. 

MW: Everything really happened fast for us. 
This lineup has only been together for about 
two years. We had known each other for a long 
time, but we all were in different bands. Jason 
was in one band, while Mike, Scott and me 
were in another band that had this chick lead 
singer. Once we all hooked up, we fired her and 
hired Jason, and Dangerous Toys were hatched. 
| know you didn’t ask for our band history, but 
there it is anyhow. (laughs) 


HP: Your first videos, for 7eas‘n, Pleas'n and 
Scared have gotten a hell of a lot of attention 
on MTV. Does that surprise you? 

MW: To be honest, yeah. We just went in and 
made ‘em, not really thinking about how and if 
they would ever get on the air. Then all of a 
sudden they started popping up in the Top 10 of 
the Dial MTV show, which made us really flip 
out. That gave us a lot of confidence when we 
went on the road, because we knew there was 
gonna be at least two songs in our set that most 
of the people knew — no matter where we 
were playing. 


HP: Speaking of touring, what kind of gigs has 
the band done so far? 
MG: We've mixed some club shows where 
we've headlined with some shows where we 
supported groups like Accept and Badlands. It's 
been real good for us, because we're real happy 
to get the chance to get out of Texas a bit, and 
all the bands we've dealt with have been great. 
They tend to have a lot more experience than 
we have, so we're trying to pick up a few poin- 
ters where we can. As we learn, we promise you 
one thing — these toys will really start to

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ames Hetfield hates to do interviews. 

In the countless times I've interviewed the 100% USDA, 
shotgun blast of hard-edged reality known as Metallica, the 
task of answering my tireless interrogations has fallen to his 
comrades in aural armament. Kirk — three times. Lars — 

three times. Jason — once. Never have | spoken with the 
elusive vocalist/lyricist/rhythm guitarist. Since the beginning of this 
whole ...And Justice For All affair, the man has shunned the press, 
preferring to let the music do the talking. A wise strategy, actually, 
making each rare, pointed conversation a thousandfold more memorable 
and more insightful into the Metallica mystique. 

3:00 PM, Friday afternoon. The phone is ringing in some far-off Mid- 
western hotel. “Hello,” says the groggy voice on the other end. It's Hetfield. 
Wake up time after last night's gig, followed by a few hours’ bus ride to 
the next city. Good morning, James. 

“So why don’t you do interviews?” | ask the deep, stirring voice behind 
such Metalligems as One, Harvester Of Sorrow and Master Of Puppets. 

“| just got fed up with a lot of the bullshit that had to do with certain 
magazines who print shit that's fifty years old and totally irrelevant. Either 
that or they simply make stuff up.” 


But are you happy with the way your chief spokesman, Lars Ulrich, 
usually presents the band to the press? 

“Well, Lars’ interviews generally get to be the same after a while. He 
gets in a groove and he'll regurgitate the same crap over and over. It's 
true; | even get sick of reading our own press sometimes!” 

The tour is clearly beginning to take its toll. Fifteen months of road- 
wear, including last summer's Monsters Of Rock dates and the startup of 
the Justice tour, with three more months to follow — across the U.S., 
down to South America and back to Europe. By tour's end, the Metallica 
road show will have lasted over two years! Things must be getting a bit...

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James Hetfield Sits Down For A Rare Face-To-Face.

“This is the first time I've actually had a home to go back to. Before, | 
would just throw my shit into storage and go on tour — no house, no real 
place to stay, no girlfriend. This time, I've got a place, a girl, some sort of 
base. It helps a lot to talk to friends from home, too.” 

It would probably surprise most people to find out that this hasbeen 
the band’s healthiest tour yet; frequent drunken ‘rages’ and Jagermeis- 
ter binges on the decline. “The drinking sort of drove me into the ground,” 
says James. ‘The Jagermeister wrenched my guts and made the gig the 
next day feel pretty unpleasant. We owe more to the people who come to 
see us. So now, | just stick to beer.” 

Unfortunately, drinking isn’t the biggest of James’ problems. ‘I've got 
a problem with my ears now, as a result of this tour. | just got diagnosed 
with that tinitus shit. It's a constant ringing in my ears that started about 
two months ago as a result of stress and constant loud sound. | have to go 
to bed with the television on to drown it out. I'm wearing earplugs now, 
and really regretting all the time | said they were for wimps. Now Jason's 
saying the same thing about me. We'll see about that.” 

Plainly speaking, the tour is running like a well-oiled machine; good 
vibes abound in the Metallicamp. But how are the band members getting 
along with current openers, the Cult who, rumor has it, will be replaced by 
fellow Bay Area natives and longtime Metallipals, Faith No More? 

“It's OK. They're very different from us. When we had Queensryche 
opening, they were always consistent. They were into hanging out, having 
a good time. The Cult tend to be hot and cold, depending on what mood 
their singer's in. | don’t really think they know what they want, changing 
so drastically every album. One minute they say they're ‘rock for the ‘90s’, 
the next they talk about how rooted they are in the ‘70s sound. | can't 
figure them out. 

“I'm really looking forward to playing with Faith No More. We're 
friends with them and always have wanted them to tour with us. It'll be 
great to help them out, especially since they're just starting to happen. 
Like us, they have their own weirdo, roundabout way of doing things.”

‘I've basically been concentrating on get- 
ting home in one piece. There are a few topics I've got some ideas for — 
a few titles, a few riffs. People ask me all sorts of shit like, ‘When are you 
guys coming back through?’ or ‘When's the next album?’ All | can say is, 
set your watch for ‘91!'"

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Tyler & Co. Release Best Album Yet With Pump.

t was a scene any true metal fan would 

have sold their soul to see. There sat 

Aerosmith’s Steven Tyler and Joe Perry, 

chatting about the ways of the world 

with Motley Crue’s Nikki Sixx and 
Vince Neil. What were these great minds 
discussing? The recent uprisings in China? The 
price of their Christmas gifts? The secrets of 
world peace? Actually, the foursome were 
discussing something far more basic and no 
less exciting — surviving in the rough and 
rugged world of rock and roll. It's no secret that 
the members of Aerosmith and Motley have 
each been through personal hells in recent 
years, battling to overcome the demons of drugs 
and drink. When the groups found themselves 
working side-by-side in a Vancouver recording 
studio last summer, their frequent get-togethers 
often revolved around the subject of health and 
staying clean. 


“We hung out a bit and discussed all those 
things,” Tyler said with a smile. “We're all 
Survivors now, so it’s easy to look back and 
discuss the rough times. Now we compare what 
our workout regimens are, and what foods we're 
eating to stay healthy. If anyone out there 
thinks that avoiding things like drugs ain't 
rock and roll, I'll just tell ‘em to listen to our 
new album, or Motley’s new album, for that 
matter. That's music being made by guys who 
have gotten their lives together. When you're 
healthy and your mind is clear, you can rock 
harder than ever.” 


In the four years since they cleaned up their 
+ lives, the members of Aerosmith have emerged 


as one of the most entertaining bands around. 
Always unpredictable, these Boston Bad Boys 
continue to defy their detractors and delight 
their fans by reworking themes as old as rock 
itself into amazingly fresh and vital statements 
of their musical creativity. On their latest LP, 
Pump, Tyler and company have blended their 
intuitive understanding of the metal form with 
the latest in recording technology to create a 
disc that keeps these rockers one large step 
ahead of all their competition. 

“| don't care how great they are, it's 
impossible for any other band to match the 16 
years of experience we've got in Aerosmith,” 
Tyler said. “We probably forget more about rock 
and roll on most days than half the groups in 
this business ever learn. I'm not saying that to 
brag, but it’s the truth. We came up the hard 
way — before MTV and before all the media 
attention that hard rock bands get today. We 
had to go on the road and work our asses off in 
every city just to get a little recognition. 


“The new album is a culmination of all the 
years of hard work we've put into rock and roll,” 
he added. “It's got the classic Aerosmith 
groove, but | think it’s heavier than the stuff we 
did on Permanent Vacation. | know that album 
sold real well, but that doesn’t mean that we 
have to do Permanent Vacation Part Il, does 
it? | think the people at our record label would 
have liked us to do that. But it’s not our style to 
work that way. We like taking chances, and 
while this album is probably the best thing 
we've ever done on every level, it does take 
more musical chances than the last record did.” 

Taking chances in life and in their music has 
always been the Aerosmith credo. But these 


days it seems that Tyler, Perry, bassist Tom 
Hamilton, drummer Joey Kramer and guitarist 
Brad Whitford are going out of their way to push 
the rock frontiers to new limits. As Tyler 
indicated, it would have been easy for the band 
to simply rehash the formulas utilized so 
effectively on the double platinum Permanent 
Vacation. Instead, songs like Janie’s Got A Gun 
and The Other Side show that the group is 
exploring a different side of their musical 
personalities. That's understandable when one 
realizes that the group chose the tunes on 
Pump from a list of over 16 tracks they had 
written. 

“We wrote a lot of material for this record, 
then we culled it down to the 10 tracks we liked 
best,’ Tyler said. “That's an old-style way of 
doing things. There are a lot of bands around 
today who would have tried to cram all 16 
songs — or at least 14 of ‘em — onto the 
album. But we didn’t want to do that. We 
figured we'd always put nine or 10 tracks on a 
record, and we shouldn't change now. These 
songs really show the complete range of our 
style. There's a little bit of everything on this 
record. There are some real heavy tracks — 
maybe the heaviest we've done since Rocks. 
But there are some ballad-type songs too. 

“| don’t want anyone to worry about those 
other six songs,’ Tyler said with a laugh. 
“We've already got a few surprises up our 
sleeve. Maybe we'll play a few surprise songs in 
concert and then release ‘em on a live EP early 
in 1990. Or we may hold on to ‘em and put out 
another complete album as early as next spring. 
That way we could just stay on tour for as long 
as we wanted and not have the pressure 
hanging over our heads of going back into the 
studio to work on another album. We like the 
idea of having a little extra material floating 
around. It gives you a feeling of security.” 


Feeling secure is one thing Aerosmith should 
have no trouble doing these days. With Pump 
already a multi-platinum smash and their world 
tour ranking as the most successful hard rock 
venture of the year, Aerosmith’s coffers will 
certainly be loaded to the hilt. Despite all their 
success, the boys aren't ashamed to admit that 
money still motivates them. And while financial 
rewards will always play a subservient role to 
artistic fulfillment for these guys, Tyler was 
quick to add that a nice payday is something he 
looks forward to. 

“There's nothing wrong with money,” he 
said. “As long as you feel good about what 
you're doing to make a living, there’s nothing 
wrong with trying to make as much money as 
you can. Aerosmith has always believed in 
giving maximum value for the dollar, both on 
our albums and onstage, and every song is a 
classic. There are no off nights with this band. 
We make good money, but we earn it. Just 
because we love what we're doing doesnt 
mean we want to do it for free.” 0

ne of the perks of working for 
Hit Parader is the steady 
stream of offers from record 
labels to travel to the far 
corners of the globe to see rock 
and roll in action. Over the years, our intrepid 
team of reporters have traveled to Rio de 
Janiero to cover the Rock In Rio festival, to 
Tokyo to interview the participants of the 
Sunrise Festival and to Budapest to see the 
Scorpions invade Hungary. Recently we were 
offered the chance to fly to Copenhagen, 
Denmark, to meet up with a band called D.A.D., 
who Warner Bros. Records supposedly signed 
up for a million dollar deal. Since our mamas 
didn't raise no fools, we soon found ourselves 
jetting off to the land of Mueslix, krones and 
pastry to see the wonders of Copenhagen and 
experience the magic of 0.A.D. 

Before we go any further, we should explain 
the name of D.A.0. You see, in Denmark the 
band goes by the more colorful moniker 
“Disneyland After Dark’. But since the people 
at the Disney Corporation are known to enjoy 
suing anyone at the drop of a hat, the folks at 
Warner Bros. thought it might be wise to 
change the name used by vocalist/guitarist 
Jesper Binzer, his guitarist brother Jacob, 
bassist Stig Pederson and drummer Peter 
Jensen to D.A.D. Now that weve gotten that 
out of the way, let's get back to our travelogue 
of Copenhagen. 

The city was beautiful. Tivoli Gardens, the 
semi-amusement park, semi-fantasy land that 
rests at the city's center, is one of the most 
enchanting places on earth. The food was great 
— lots of beer, ice cream and fish — the 
perfect rock and roll diet. And, best of all, the 
women were incredible — tall, blonde and 
beautiful.

ometimes life just isn't fair. A prime case 


S in point is Lion, a talented L.A.- 
based quartet who seemed on the verge of 
stardom when their debut LP was released ona 
major label in 1987. But somehow things never 
quite worked out for vocalist Kal Swan, guitarist 
Doug Aldrich, bassist Jerry Best and drummer 
Mark Edwards. They got caught up in a political 
battle at their record label, and when the smoke 
cleared, there were new folks heading the com- 
pany and their asses were out on the street. To 
say the least, it was a bitter pill to swallow. 
“Let's just say that things didn’t work out at 
that label,’” Swan said. “We wanted out of our 
contract, and the label didn’t seem that inter- 
ested in keeping us. It was just one of those 
political things where new people came on the 
scene and they didn't seem to understand what 
to do with a band like ours. There weren't any 
hard feelings; it was just one of those things.” 
Luckily for Lion, the group managed to land 
on their feet. After spending a few months lick- 
ing their wounds, they signed with an inde- 
pendent label and returned to the studio to cut 
their latest LP, Trouble In Angel City. New 
tracks like Come On, Strangers In The City and a 
cover of the old Slade Look Up Your Daughters, 
show that the boys have polished their hard- 
charging yet eminently accessible sound to a 
sharp edge, mixing commercial elements with 
just the right touch of heavy handedness. Much 
of the band’s appeal centers around Swan's 
rugged vocals and Aldrich’s high-flying six- 
string histrionics. (You may recall that Doug 
was once offered the guitar slot in Dio after 
Craig Goldie’s departure.)

here’s a movement afoot in hard rock these 
days, and that movement is toward the 
fjords! Yes, Scandinavia is emerging as metal’s 
latest stronghold, with Sweden, Denmark and 
Norway producing more and more bands with

international appeal. The latest group to be 
added to a list that already includes TNT, 220 
Volt, King Diamond, Europe, Yngwie Malmsteen 
and Pretty Maids are Stage Dolls, a Norwegian 
trio who blend melodic metal with high-stylin’ 
instrumentals. On their self-titled LP, vocalist/ 
guitarist Torstein Flakne, bassist Terje Storli 
and drummer Steiner Krokstad state loudly and 
proudly that Norwegian metal is here to stay! 

“We always wanted to be successful in 
America,” Flakne said. “Our influences were all 
American hard rock bands, and we were one of 
the few Norwegian rock acts to write and per- 
form only in English. Everyone told us we should 
try and establish ourselves in Norway before 
worrying about international success, but we 
never saw it that way.” 

Formed in 1983, the trio kicked around the 
Norwegian club scene for two years, building a 
following. At one gig they were spotted by ace 
Norwegian producer Bjorn Nessjoe, who took 
the band into the recording studio in 1985 to 
cut the tracks which eventually became the 
group's first album, Soldier's Gun. That disc 
sold extremely well in Norway but made abso- 
lutely no impact anywhere else, a fate that also 
befell the group's second LP, Commando. When 
their latest LP was released, however, and their 
debut single Sti// /n Love soared into the Euro- 
pean Top 10, international labels began lining 
up for a piece of the Stage Dolls.
